ON MILK POWDER PURCHASE 


Jersey Farm Company Alleged to Owe 
$46.75 on Product Bought 
in Summer. 

Suit was filed today in Judge Moore's 
court by the E. Guckenheim Bakers’ 
Supply Co., 15 North Second street, 
against the Jersey Farm Dairy Co., for 
$46.75, balance of account alleged to be 


due on the purchase of several barrels 
of milk powder by the dairy company in 
August. 

It is alleged the dairy purchases to- 
taled $369.25, and that the dairy paid 
$322.50, Sept. 20. 

Milk powder is a form of dried or 
evaporated milk largely manufactured 
in New York, Wisconsin and Califor- 
nia, for use principally by bakers and 
confectioners. When dissolved in water 
it is said to have the taste and con- 
sistency of skimmed milk. One barrel, 
it is said, diluted, makes 300 gallons. 
Officials of the Jersey Farm Dairy 
Co.-refused to discuss the transaction.

TOBE ENGAGED 10 WED 


$60,000,000 to $70,000,000 
Said to Have Been Left by Stan- 
dard Oil Magnate to Widow.

of the report that Mrs, 
Henry M. Flagler, widow of Henry M. 
Flagler, one of the founders of the 
Standard Oil Co., is engaged to marry 
Judge Robert Worth Bingham of Lovis- 
ville, Ky., were met today by a state- 
ment that Mrs. Flagler had gone to 
Washington, but would return Saturday, 
when she will meet Judge Bingham an‘ 
representatives of the press. 

The report recalls the circumstances 
under which Mrs. Flagler became 
second wife of the capitalist. 


Flagler’s first wife was Miss Ada A. 
Shrouds, daughter of a Philadelphia 
clergyman. He was comparatively poor 
when he married her and @ was a 
great help to him and his constant com. 
panion in his early business experience 
ster father helped Flagler to start in 
business. 

Early in the ‘90s, after Flagler had 
accumulated great wealth, the first Mrs. 
Flagler began to show signs of mental 
weakness. One of her delusions was 
that she was a princess and was boe- 
trothed to the Czar. Flagler had her 
sent to a sanitarium for the insane at 
Pleasantville, near White Plains, N. Y., 
and settled upon her an estate which 
has grown to about $4,000,000. 

He continued his development under- 
takings in Florida and his wealth grew. 
In 1900 he succeeded in getting a law 
passed by the Florida Legislature mak- 
ing insanity a cause for divorce. The 
next year he obtained a divorce on that 
ground, and 10 days later, when he as 
72 years old, he married Miss Lilly 
Kenan, then 36 years old. Before the 
ceremony was performed he gave her a 
check for $1,000,000 and securities worth 
$3,000,000, and at Flagler’s death she in- 
herited. most of his fortune.

His first wife for many years was un: 
aware that she had been divorced and 
was constantly looking forward to being 
rejoined by her husband. Flagler’s only 
child was a son by his first wife, Harry 
Harkness Flagler, whose only legacy 
from his father’s estate was 5000 shares 
of Standard Oil stock. The estate left to 
Flagier’s widow was estimated at from 
$60,000,000 to $70,000,000. 

Robert Worth Bingham was born in 
Orange County, N. C., Nov. 8, 1871. His 
wife, who was Eleanor E. Miller of 
Louisville, was killed In the summer of 
1913, when an interurban car ran into 
an automobile in which she was riding. 


Bingham served by appointment of 
Gov. Beckham a short term as Mayor 
of Louisville. He also served as Judze 
of the Chancery branch of the Circuit 
Court. He has three children.

HEAVY EXPORTS CONTINUE, 
STREAM OF GOLD POURS IN 


Federal Reserve Bulletin Points to 
Trade Activity, Rising Prices and 
Fall Employment of Labor. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Ouistand- 
ings features of the October business 
and financial situation, cited by the 
Federal Reserve Bulletin today, were 
continuation of heavy exports and 
of the net inward gold shipment, ex- 
tended domestic trade activity, rising 
prices, easy money rates and full em- 
pleyment of labor, 

Heavy balances due from Europe, 
it is stated, have given rise to de- 
mands for new financing, a feature 
of which, of especial concern to the 
Federal Reserve system, is the exten- 
sive resort to the use of acceptance 
credits, arranged or to be arranged 
on behalf of industrial and commer- 
clal borrowers in Europe. 

The often predicted slackening or 
reversal of the gold movement into 
this country has shown no indication 
of developing to the present date, the 
Bulletin says. Official statistics 
show that to the middle of October 
the net inward movement of gol} 
since Jan. 1 was approximately $294,- 
£00,000 against $260,000,000 for the 
corresponding period in 1916. 


SHACKLETON IN NEW ORLEANS 
ON WAY TO RESCUE HIS 10 MEN 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 3.—Sir Ernest 
Shackleton, the Antarctic explorer, ar- 
rived here today on the eteamer 
l‘arismina, from Colon, and departed 
a few hours later for San Francisco, on 
his way to rescue the 10 of his men on 
the west side of the Antarctic continent. 
The explorer said he expected to sail 
from San Francisco for Wellington, New 
Zealand, Nov. 8 going thence to Dune- 
din, where he and a rescue expedition 
will sail for the Antarctic on the Au- 
rora. 

Sir Ernest said that after the rescue 
of the members of his expedition is ac- 
complished he planned to return to 
Eingland and enter the war.

CLEW TO EXPLOSION OCT. 24 


Another Set for Today, Police 
Say; One Man Alleged to 
Have Confessed. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—Plots to dyna- 
mite two stations on the Interborouzn 
Rapid Transit Co.’s subway system were 
thwarted, according to the police. by 
the arrest today of six men, several of 


them strikers, charged with bringing 


in the 110th street station on Oct. ‘%. 
A confession, which detectives say they 
obtained from one of the men under, 
arrest, sets forth that the station et 
Fifty-ninth street and Broadway was 
to have been blown up today and the 
Station at city hall later. 

Several of the prisoners, according t9 
the police, appeared at a powder factorv 
at Kenvil, N. J.; yesterday and pur-' 
chased 50 sticks of dynamite, 100 fulmi- 
nating caps and 100 feet of fuse. De- 
tectives were watching at the factory 
as a result of a clew obtained during th? 
investigation of the explosion last 
month. Two sticks of dynamite fdund in 
Central Park at that time bore the 
name of a Kenvil company as the 
maker. 

James A. Murna, a former subway 
guard, and Thomas J. McGuire, a chauf- 
feur of Caldwell, N. J.. visited Kenv'‘l 
yesterday and purchased the explosive to 
have been used in today’s explosion, a-- 
ccrding to the police, and Murna and 
James J. Herlihy, a former elevated rail- 
way guard, it is charged, purchased the 
dynamite in Kenvil on Oct. 23. 

Murna, MeGuire and Herlihy are under 
arrest, together with George Pollack, a 
former elevated guard; Lawrence Kulle, 
a former subway guard, and Benjamin 
Harrison, a former elevated guard. 

All of these men except McGuire, the 
police say, are members of a district 
local of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employes. 
Police Captain Tunney of the bomb 
squad said evidence had been uncovered 
that funds to finance the explosions 
came from the union and that other ar- 
rests would be made. 

A special] committee of the district 
body plotted in a Harlem assembly hall, 
the alleged confession said, one speaker 
stating that dynamiting methods had 
been vused successfully during strikes 
in Albany, Buffalo and Philadelphia. 
The commitiee voted $50, and this 
money, the police declare, was used for 
the purchase of the explosive. 

The arrest of the alleged dynamiters 
Was reported to Mayor Mitchel today 
while he was in conference with Wil- 
liam B. Fitzgeraid, general organizer 
of the carmen’s union, and other lead- 
ers of the strikers, who had requested 
him again to use his offices in bringing 
about a settlement between the strikers 
and the traction companies. The Mayor 
said the matter of the arrests was not, 
however, discussed at the conference. 
Fitzgerald said he knew nothing more 
about the alleged plot than he had 
been told by reporters 

Harrison is the local’s business agent, 
Herlihy is its financial secretary and 
Hurna its general secretary, police as- 
serted. 

Capt. Tunney said that the $50 was 
part of the cojlection which strikers have 
been taking up in the streets when they 
appeared with hand organs and appealed 
for funds. In this way the appropria- 
tion was Kept off the local’s books, as 
the money did not come from the organ- 
ization'’s ‘fegular funds.

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DRIFT VOTE POLL IN 
5 DOUBTFUL’ STATES 


Literary Digest Analyzes Its Re- 
turns on New York, New Jer- 
sey, Ohio, Indiana, I!linois. 


Th Literary Digest, in this week’ 
issue, publishes the result of a straw 
vote which it conducted in the five 
States which it considers most doubt- 
ful—New York, New Jersey, hio, Indi- 
any and Illinois. The periodical used 
its subscription list as a tasis for the 
canvass. 

A total of 29,280 votes was received 
from the five States. In each State 
group of ballots, Hughes is well in 
the lead. But the feature which is 
pointed out at having, perhaps, 
greater significance than the totals, 
is the indication of “draft” from one 
side to the other, as shown by com- 
paring the present preference of 
voters with their preference in 1913, 
Bach voter indicated how he voted in 
1912, as well as*how he intends to 


In each state the ‘‘party vote” formed 
the greater part of the total. By this 
term is meant the vote which was for 
Wiison in 1912 and tis for Wilson now, 
or which was for Taft or Roosevelt in 
1912, and is for Hughes now. By this 
method of calculation, the Roosevelt 
vote of 1912 is treated as normally be- 
longing to Hughes this year, and 
Hughes is credited with gains from the 


this year. 

After setting the ‘party vote” apart 
in each state, the gain made by each 
candidate from the former supporters 
‘of opposite parties is shown. In the 
case of New York, New Jersey and In- 
diana, the balance of these gains is in 
Hughes’ favor. In Ohio and. Illinois 
the balance is in favor of Wilson. The 
summing up is as follows: 

New York—Hughes party vote, 3305; 
Wilson party vote, 1282; Hughes’ gain 
from opposition, 1060; Wilson's gain 
from opposition, 93. Hughes, total 4385; 
Wilson, total 2085. 

New Jersey—Hughes party vote, 2444; 
Wilson party vote, 1097; Hughes’ gain 
from opposition, 871; Wilson’s Ae from

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—One thousand 
eight hundred and twenty merchant 
ships, with an aggregate gross ton- 
nage of approximately 8,328,584, have 
been sunk by belligerent nations dur- 
ing 27 months of war ending Nov. 1, 
according to figures compiled from 
cable dispatches and mail advices 
published here today by the Journal 
of Commerce. 

The losses during October were 
‘larger than for any one of the pre- 
ceding five months, according to the 
statistics amounting to 127 vessels of 
a total of 227,116 tons gross. Nor- 
way lost the largest number of ships, 
56, according to the statistics, but 
their gross tonnage was only 57,333 
as compared with Great Britain’s to- 
tal loss of 115,546 gross tonnage of 
38 vessels destroyed.

{CARGO MANEEST OF 
DEUTSCHLAND FLED 


Customs Officials to Withhold It 
From Public Several Days— 
Goods Being Unloaded. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., Nov. 3.—The 
manifest of the German submarine 
Deutschland’s cargo has been filed at 
the custom house here, but will not be 
made public for some time, Unlaaging 
began yesterday, 100 selected negro Stéve- 
dores wheeling out hundreds of small 
boxes and piling them in the warehouses 
on the wharf. Bighty of the freight 
handlers came here from Baltimore, 
where they helped discharge the boat’s 
cargo after her maiden trip. 

The cargo proper, exclusive of the pre- 
cious stones, is said to be worth $1,500,000. 
The dyestuffs brought over will be 
shipped to commercial houses in New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia. The re- 
mainder of the freight will be stored 
here temporarily. 

Dr. George Ahrens, an attache of the 
German embassy at Washington, spent 
considerable time with Capt. Koenig 
on the Deutschland yesterday, and re- 
ceived five pouches, filled with mall, 
and a box. Questioned as to whether 
the Deutschland would carry mail back 
to Germany, he said: ‘“‘Why should she 
carry United States mail over? If the 
United States can’t get mail to Ger- 
many it is time to stop.” 

Officials of the Forwarding Co. said 
it was unlikely that any mail would be 
sent by the submarine, except official 
communications from Count von Bern- 
storff to the Emperor. It was also 
said that the Deutschland would not 
carry any medical supplies to Germany. 
' Commander David Boy and Command- 
er Yates Stirling of the United States 
submanine base here inspected the 
Deutechiand and said they were satis- 
fied that she was a commercial ship. 

An official of the Eastern Forwarding 
Co., in answer to a question, ridiculed 
the suggestion that the Deutschland 
will act as a “‘mother ship’ to furnish 
supplies to German armed submarines. 
He stated emphatically that the 
Deutschland was built solely for com- 
mercial trade to and from this coun- 
try. This official added that there were 
only two Gerfhan commercial subma- 
rines, the other being the Bremen, given 


since the outbreak of the war Germany 
has lost only ® submarines, including 
the Bremen. 


German Embassy Still Hepes te Exn- 
tablish Under-Sea Mall Service. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—If the agents 
of the German merchant submarine 
Deutschland will signify that she is 
available for carrying mail to Germany 
the - Postoffice Department will be so 
notified in a formal communication from 
the German embassy. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German Am- 
bassador, has asked the agents to in- 
form him on the subject. The ‘Postoffice 
Department already has declared its: 
willingness to accept a proposal to estab- 
lish a: regular underseas mall service. 

The embassy’s plans for the establish- 
ment of this service are progressing, not- 
withstanding statements made in New 
London yesterday by Dr. George Aherna, 
an attache, who inferred that it was un- 
likely that the Deutschland would carry 
United States mail. No explanation’ of 
the attache’s statement was offered at 
the embassy. 

The embassy had believed that a quan 
tity of regular first-class mall would 
come on the submarine, having been in- 
formed before the vessel left Bremen 
that some was being prepared for dis-

Germany’s. Version of Sinking 
Essential Before State Depart- 
ment Decides on Course.. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. nelusive 
evidence as to whether Germany vio- 
lated her pledges to the United States 
in the sinking, apparently without warn- 
ing, of the British freighter Marin2, 
with the loss of six American lives, is 
not expected by the State Department 
before the latter part of next week. 
Even though all information desired 
from British sources and American gsur- 
vivors of the Marina were at hand, any 
action hy the United States Government 
would be delayed pending Germany's 
reply to the informal request for her 
version of the Incident. 
American officials in. England have 
sent only a few dispatches.in the last %4 
hours, not including any affidavits or 
summaries of affidavits. 
Secretary Lansing made a statement 
yesterday explaining that the State De- 
partment held that Germany’s pledges 
not to sirk merchant ships without 
proper provision for safety of persons 
on board applied to merchantmen armed 
for defense, as well as to unarmed ves- 
sels. Germany's last specific word on 
armed ships, however, was her mem- 
orandum announcing that they would 
be treated as war vessels, and the fact 
that the Marina carried a 47-inch gun 
is expected to play a conspicuous part 
in. the exchanges that will follow, if it 
is established that she was attacked 
without warning.

$14,41 1,000,000 IS TOTAL 
NATIONAL BANK RESOURCES 


Amount Shewn on Sept. 12 Estab- 
lishes New High Record by 
$216 000,000. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Reports at. 
the condition of national banks on Sept. 
12, the Comptroller of the Currency an- 
nounced today, show total resources of 
$14,411,000,000, or $216,000,000 greater than 
ever before. This was an increase of $4%5,- 
000,000 over June 30 last and $2,144,000,000 
over Sept. 2, 1915. The previous high- 
water mark was on May 1 last. 

Total deposits amounted to $11,362,000,- 
000, or $227,000,000 greater than ever be- 
fore. The increase was $485,000,000 over 
June 30 and $32,133,000,000 over Sept. 2, 
1915. 

Deposits in central reserve bank cities 
from May 1 last to Sept. 12 showed a 
reduction of $218,000,000, while in other 
reserve cities there was an increase of 
$151,000,000 and in country banks an in- 
crease of $294,000,000. Loans and dis- 
counts were  $7,859,000,000, the largest

U, S. DOES NOT WANT TERM 
‘AMERICAN FLYING CORPS’ USED 


Note to France Says It Pats Country 
fm False Light as a 
Neutral Country 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The French 
Government has been asked to discon- 
tinue referring to American aviators in 
the French army as members of the 
American corps, because of the false 
light in which such reference places the 
United States as a neutral! nation. A 
large number of Americans are now 
serving in the ‘French flying corps and 
all have taken an oath of allegiance to 
France. 

Americans who have taken an oath of 
allegiance to Great Britain or France or 
any of the other warring nations of 
Europe are no longer citizens of the 
United States and are not entitled to re- 
ceive passports from the State Depart- 
ment or to the protection of the Gov- 
ernment. 

This ruling became known when the 
State Department recently refused to is- 
sue a passport to Theodore Marburg Jr. 
of Baltimore, a member of the British 
Royal Flying Corps. Young Marburg’s 
father was formerly United States Min- 
ister to Belgium and if an exception 
were t6 be made in any case it doubtless 
would have been made for him. 


ALLIES CONFISCATED 40,820 
BAGS OF MAIL, BERLIN SAYS

24,000 Pouckes Were From Germany 
and 16,820 Destined There, Report 
for Ten Months Says. 

BERLIN, Nov. 3, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Altogether 24,000 bags of mail 
from Germany and 16,820 bags destined 
for Germany were confiscated by the 
British and French authorities from De- 
cember, 1915, to the end of September, 
1916, says the Overseas News Agency. 
The news agency asserts that only a 
small part of the seized mail was after- 
wards redispatched to its destination. 
The seizures, as given by the* news 
agency, follow: 

From Germany--To the United States, 
on Dutch, Danish and Norwegian steam- 
ers, 17,110 bags. To Spain, Portugal and 
South America, on Dutch and Norwegian 
steamers, 6226 bags. To the Dutch In- 
dies, on Dutch steamers, 865 bags. 

To Germany—From the United States, 
on Dutch, Danish and Norwegian steam- 
ers, 13,857 bags. From Spain, Portugal 
and South America, on Dutch and Nor- 
wegian steamers, 2438 bags. From Dutch 
Indies, on Dutch steamers, 525 bags.

Tells Albany (N. Y.), Audience 
That All Nations in Struggle 
Needed Our Friendship. ° 


ALBANY, N. Y¥., Nov. 3.—Charles E. 
Hughes, speaking here last night, de- 
clared his belief that he would win 
the electoral votes of Ohio, Indiana 
and New York. Asserting that he 
was “looking forward to the respon- 
sibilities, of administration” he out- 
lined what he regarded as “the essen- 
tial conditions of national leader- 
ship.”

| Suggestion that a vote for him meant 


a vote for war, and he declared his 
‘opposition to a “muddle of meddle” 
in America’s foreign relations. 
“The executive is the guardian of 
the national honor,” Hughes declared. 
“He has a very wide discretion in the 
‘management of our foreign relations. 
He has his own judgment almost ex- 
clusively as his guide, and he is not 
supposed to exercise that judgment 
except in conformity to the well es- 
tablished principles of internatinoal 
law. : 
Duty of Executive. . 

“It is not a whimsy he should con- 
sider—it is not a loose generality, a 
conceived service to humanity that 
Should engage hjs attention. It is 
his duty to have his country adopt 
and follow correct principles of* in- 
ternational action recognized by the 
nations of the world, and thus main- 
tain the respect to which we are en- 
titled and give us an opportunity to 
have a growing interest through 
that esteem ty which indeed we can 
maintain our rights and in the end 
truly serve humanity.” 
Hughes replied to a statement in a 
recent speech of President Wilson as fol- 
lows: 
“It is not that we should be truculent. 
It is not that we should go about with 
any braggart assertion of power. It is 
not that we should engage in bluster. I 
like the phrase, ‘the peace of a gentle- 
man,’ but the peace of a gentleman un- 
afraid, alert in his self-respect and get- 
ting his rights, quietly and calmly, ready 
to maintain them. That is the peace of 
a gentleman.”’ 
In. his speech here, as in other speeches 
during the day, Hughes declared that 
“there never has been a time, perhaps, 
in our history when it was easier to keep 
the nation out of war than during the 
past few years, when every nation en- 
gaged in the great strife abroad desired 
our friendship and would not, by reason 
of any assertion of our just rights, for- 
feit that friendship.”’ 

Delayed by Parade. 
The nominee was an hour late in 
reaching Albany. His address here was 
further delayed by a street parade, many 
blocks long, which he headed. On his 
way to the hall the nominee was cheered 
by crowds on the sidewalks. 


said:

On the reverse side is shown the figure 
of a young woman, typifyng the human 
spirit inspired by the flight of Pegasus, 
the genius of art. 

Hancock’s mode] on one side shows 
a figure of Fame seated on a Greek 
chair, with a scroll of honor unrolled in 
front of her, while alongside burns the 
lamp -of Greece, symbolizing the light of 
art and science. One the reverse side is 
shown a wreath of laurel leaves, held 
together with a running band and inter- 
woven with the different insignia of art, 
drama, sculpture, poetry and music. 

The third successive model: shows on 
the obverse side the nude figure of na- 
ture. Around the figure are gromped the 
different attributes of the fine arts, and 
on the reverse side are shown two cupids 
upholding the seal of the city of St.

THE HEATHER LINTIE, by S. R. Crockett. 


| In all her barren and dreary exist- 
ence, at the moorside cottage, there was 
but one gloriously bright spot—a secrei 
that she guarded with thrills of de 
light. This secret wag the fact that she 
| was a poet. ° 

Every week Janet laboriously wrote 
a@ poem. Her verses were the sort that 
one might have expected from an un- 
educated and empty lived woman. Yet 
they breathed a fervor and a love ot 
nature. And Janet herself felt they 
were inspired from heaven. 

So the years dragged on, And.yearly 
the stack of poems grew larger.

New Recipes. 


Broiled Sirloin Steak—Wipe with a 
cloth wrung out of cold water, then 
trim off any extra fat. Rub the heat- 
ed broiler with a piece of the fat, then 
place the steak in the broiler with the 
fat edge to the handle. Place over a 
hot fire, count 10, then turn, count 10, 
then turn again; repeat until it has 
broiled for one minute. In this way the 
outside of the steak is seared dtd the 
juices are retained. After the outside 
has been seared, lower the heat and 
continue cooking until tender, turning 
about every 10 seconds. From five to 
eight minutes is required for cooking a 
steak about one-inch thick, and from 
eight to 12 minutes for a steak one and 
a half inches thick. When properly 
broiled a steak is well browned to about 
one-fourth of the depth and uniformly 
red and juicy within. When done place 
on a hot platter, garnish with parsley 
and serve with mushroom sauce. 


Mushroom Sauce—Five tablespoons 
butter or 8 tablespoons drippings and 2 
tablespoons butter, 4 tablespoons flour, 
% teaspoon salt, 1 pint stock, 1 pint 
cooked mushrooms, 1 teaspoon Wasces- 
tershire sauce. Peel the caps of the 
mushrooms, scrape the stems and cut 
off the ends. Wash them in salt water 
to remove the insects from the gills, 
then soak them for 10 minutes in fresh 
cold water. Canned mushrooms may 
be used if desired. Melt the butter, or 
drippings and butter untill brown, then 
stir tn the flour and salt until smooth. 
Adé the stock, and cook for five min- 
utes, stirring constantly. Strain, add 
the mushrooms, cook again for five 
minutes, add Worcestershire sauce and 
more salt if needed. Serve hot with the 
steak. 

Apple Tapieca—Half cup instant 
tapioca, two and one-half cups boiling 
water, one-half teaspoon salt, one-third 
cup sugar, one-fourth teaspoon cinna- 
mon, six apples. Cook the tapioca in the 
bofling water until transparent, then 
set aside to keep hot. Wash, core and 
pare the apples, then place them in a 
buttered baking dish. Fill the center of 
the apples with the sugef and cinnamon, 
then pour the hot tapioca over them. 
Cover and place in a moderate oven,

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EILS pick up the dust and grime, 
dainty as they are.

As it was, the most satisfying mu- 
sical moments of the evening arose 
from an..orchestral. intermission 
“hich had nothing to do with. the 
‘Opera. Between the third and fourth 
acts Cleofonte Campanini, who con- 
ducted the performance, gave an ex- 
hibition of his mettle as a director of 
Furely instrumental music. He read 
the “Tannhauser” Overture score 
with impressive eloquence, ‘his _man- 
agement of the brass section being 
particularly noble; gave a very volup- 
tuous version of the “Night of Love” 
barcarolle from “Tales of Hoffman;” 
and offered an interpretation of the 
intermezzo from “The Jewels of the 
Madonna” which will be remembered 
for its exquisite delicacy and poetic 
charm. The applause was so warm 
that Campanini caused his musicians 
to rise so ag to share in the ovation. 


As the gypsy witch, who is half-crazed 
with two tragedies—the burning of her 
mother at the stake and her own error 
of revenge in killing her child instead of 
the child of the man responsible for the 
mother’s execution—Mme. Homer was a 
portentous figure. Her gestures, -her 
facial grimaces and all her movements 
were the extreme of vehemence, but per- 
haps the unflagging violence with which 
she acted the role was not overdone, con- 
sidering its ‘nature. At any rate, she 
was personally responsible for every cli- 
max attained during the performance. 


Vocally she was at her best, and Mme. 
Homer’s best is, within her limitations, 
very fine indeed. Her powerfully res- 
onant tones easily conquered the great 
distances of the Coliseum. She received 
the bulk of the evening's applause. 


Mme. Rappold revealed a soprano 
voice not only attractive in quality but 
of considerable strength, and praise- 
worthy efforts at acting her part were 
discernible. Giovanni Polese was ac- 
ceptable as Count di Luna; Leon 
Rothier’s Ferrando was good; Alma Pe- 
terson as Inez, Octave Dua as,Ruiz and 
Desire Defrere as ‘‘a messenger” did lit- 
tle to distinguish themselves. 

Morgan Kingston was miscast as Man- 
rico, his voice being lyric rather than 
dramatic. His acting was. confined for 
the most part to stereotyped gestures. 
Save for the work of Mme. Homer and 
Mme. Rappold, the performance was 
dreary to a degree, and made one wonder 
whether Verdi's music, with its sugary 
tunes strung one after another, is not 
doomed to extinction. 
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ACOUSTICS OF 
COLISEUM FAIRLY 
GOOD FOR OPERAS 


Side Sections of Gallery Near 
Stage Best Adapted for 
Hearing. 

_ By CARLOS F. HURD. 
O test the suitability of the Coliseum 
as a place for grand opera and 
other stage productions, I sat in differ- 
ent parts of the house during last night’s 
rendition of “Il Trovatore,’”’ choosing a 


new seat after nearly every one of the 
eight sceres. 


The .est convinced me that, while the 
Coliseum is not a 'rival of La Scala, Co- 
vent Garden or the Metropolitan Opera 
House, it is a fairly satisfactory audi- 
torium. It would not stand the famous 
pin-dropping test of the Salt Lake Tab- 
ernacle—unless the pin were a rail- 
road coupling pin—but it is a place 
where the person of norma! sight and 
heering can hear about as well as he 
Can see. 

The side sections of the gallery, com- 
paratively near the stage, seemed to me 
to be the part of the building best adapt- 
ed for hearing. Heard at this elevation 
end angle, the tones of the singers 
seemed fuller and clearer than at any 
place on the first floor. The correspond- 
ing seats in the balcony are also well 
located for hearing. One section of the 
gallery, section K, at the audience's 
right, is so far to the side that a con- 
siderable part of the stage cannot be 
seen, hence seats in this section cannot 
be satisfactory, and should not be sold. 
This much should have been learned 
from the recent Episcopal Church pa- 
geant. 

At the rear of the gallery one is re- 
minded of the old phrase about “mag- 
nificent distances,’’ which used te be 
applied to the city of Washington, and 
which Charles Dickens, after a visit to 
the capital, said should be changed to 
“magnificent intentions.”’ 

From one of these farthest-north seats 
the gaily dressed men and women of the 
gypsy scene, on a stage three-fourths of 
a block away, became puppets, and the 
noisy anvils softened into a gentle tinkle. 
Yet the individual singing of Mme. 
Homer and Morgan Kingston was easily 
heard there—as to the notes. I do not 
believe anyone could distinguish words 
at such a distance, beyond an occasional 
syllable. Italians sitting near me said 
they could not catch any of the words, 
but they seemed satisfied with the way 
in which the music reached them. 


Little difference appeared, as to hear- 
ing, between the different parts of the 
first floor. The elevation of the rear 
seats has remedied conditions which 
caused complaint at the church pageanw. 
Some persons in $4 seats, in the first fev 
rows, complained that the orchestra's 
fortissimos drowned Mme. Rappold’s 
high notes, but they blamed Conductor

house, for this.

AT 2° BIB RALLIES 
NN NEW YORK EY 


Great Crowds Greet Him at 
Madison Square Garden and 
Cooper Union. 


By Associated Press, 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—With two great 
rallies here last night, President Wilson 
closed his campaign for re-election, ex- 
cept for a speech he will deliver to 
New Jersey friends and neighbors at 
Shadow Lawn, Saturday afternoon. 
From the time he arrived in the city 
yesterday he was greeted by cheering 
crowds wherever he appeared. 
In four speeches, three at night and 
one at a business men’s luncheon in 
the early afternoon, he reiterated "his 
conception of the great issues which 
confront the United States. He ap- 
pealed for principles of progress which 
would help the “‘obscure’’ men and wom- 
en of the land, arraigned the “Wall 
street’ interests, which he said seek 
to dominate, and pleaded for equal 
rights for all men. 

The President’s coming gave the Dem- 


“protec their first opportunity of the 


campaign in this city for old-fashioned 
political enthusiasm on a big scale. 
Torehlights and red fire blazed in Fifth 
avenue as the hosts of Tammany Hall, 
headed by Charles F. Murphy, advanced 
upon Madison Square Garden, which 
was besieged by a tremendous crowd 
before their arrival 
Police Unable to Handle Crowd. 

Two hours and a half before Mr. Wil- 
son Was due to arrive at the historic 
garden police reserves were striving 
vainly to hold back a surging throng 
waiting for the doors to open. Holders 
of reserve seat tickets strove vainly to 
reach the entrances, The seatifig ca- 
pacity of the garden has been increased 
to 15,000, but it seemed after the doors 
were closed and the last inch of room 
occupied, that the size of the throng out- 
side had not been perceptibly dimin- 
ished. In the crush about the doors 
many women fainted. 

Similar scenes were enacted at-Cooper 
Union. <A* this mecting special provi- 
sion had been made for young men not 
of voting age, who had marched in the 
parade with delegations from Tammany 
and other Democratic organizations. 

Augustus Thomas presided at the 
Madison Square Garden meeting. The 
first speaker was Samuel Seabury, can- 
didate “or Governor of New York. He 
was followed by William F.. McCombs, 
candidate for United States Senator, 
and former Gov. Martin H. Glynn. All 
of them commended the policies of Mr. 
Wilson. which they cCeclared had 
“brought peace and prosperity.” 

The Mexican members of the Mexican-

panied by their wives, occupied seats on 
the platform, 

When Mr. Wilson was recognized as 
he appeared on the platform, the crowd 
rose and cheered steadily for 30 min- 
utes.

Madison Square Garden Address. 

“It would be impossible to say any- 
thing worthy of the welcome you have 
given me,”’ said the President in begin- 
ning his Madison Square Garden speech. 
“TI realize that we stand at one of the 
most serious turning points in the his- 
tory of the United States and of the 
world. 

“This campaign has disclosed some line 
of division in the United States. Here 
and there it has shown men aligned 
against each other. This will be om- 
inous for the future unless ft is 
checked.”’ 

A band outside, playing “The Red, 

ite and Blue,” interrupted the Presi- 
dent. “I can’t compete with the ‘red. 
white and blue,’” he said, pausing. 

Someone in the crowd shouted: “We 
trust you, Mr. President,” and the cheer 
ing started again. 

The President said the campaign in 
1912 represented a fight against privi- 
lege and that the same was true now. 

“I want you to realize,” he continued, 
“that another sort of division has ap- 
peared in this country. It is between 
those who employ labor and those who 
perform labor. Nothing could be more 
dangerous. We must see that justice is 
done to working people. This is not a 
matter of mere sentiment, but a matter 
of human right. 
“There is also another division. Some 
men have grown 60 unscrupulous that 
they have sought to discredit their own 
Government in order to gain a partisan 
advantage.

Danger of Concentrated Povvrer. 

“You know why the world tong ago 
saw, though not all parts of it have 
acted upon the perception, that a gov- 
cornment that is concetrated in the hands 
of too small a group of men is a bad 
government—not because the men are 
aiways bad, but because they go bad 
sooner or later; and because, more im- 
portant than that, they don’t know 
enough--they are not in touch with 
enough parts of the great and various 
things which they are trying to decide. 

“T have been told again and again 
that it was a mistake for me not to 
call into counsel, in public affairs, the 
men who constitute what we have 
agreed to call ‘Wall street.’ And I have 
again and again said this: If they would 
come in a spifit of co-operation, they 
would be more than welcome. But they 
always came in a spirit, not only of 
résistance, but advising alterations. in 
the plans which would defeat the 
plans. 

“Tl am speaking by the book. This is 
not generalization. They have a subtle 
genius for proposing seemingly imma- 
terial conditions, which would eventually 
lead to the defeat of the main objects 
of the legislation proposed. Do you 
wonder that I do not call them into 
consultation? And they will be welcome 
the moment they come to co-operate, 
and they will not be welcome until 
then. ° 

Wasteful Resistance of Change, 

“Why, the amount of genius. that is 


expended in this country in resisting |. 


hopeful changes is one of the greatest 
indictments on the score of waste that 
this country has laid itself open to. 
Brains have been burned out acting as 
brakes. I solemnly protest. that that 
is not the right use for the best gifts of 
the country. 

“IT have been telling men I was asso- 
ciated with, I have been telling men 
when it was my business and when it 
was not my: business, that they did not 
understand their business until they got 
into the game; and therefore, it seems 
to me that we have always, not to put 
our ears to the ground, but our thought 
upon those intimate things that bind 
us all together as a human family.’’ 

The President, tn conclusion, said he 
believed in political parties as the ‘‘only 
instrumentality by which we can man- 
age the necessary concert of united 
action, but I do not believe in partics 
used for partisan purposes.” 

“T hope that every time a party is 
used for its own sake, every thoughtful 
man in the United States will vote 


against it,’’ he declared. “But iff it is! 


trying to serve the interests of the 
whole people, if it really has a heart 
that sympathizes with the whole people, 
why then, it observes the confidence of 
the nation, so long as it is doing that, 
so long as it is not seeking guidance 
from those who wish to control, but 
acting in sympathy with those who wish 
to live,” 


Large Crowds Greet President. 

From the time of his arrival here 
from Buffalo, N. Y., this morning, the 
President was given an almost contin- 
uous ovation. Large cfowds, including 
many railroad employes, cheered him as 
he stepped from his private train at 
the Grand Central terminal. Accom- 
panied by Mrs. Wilson and the other 
members of his party, the President 
was driven to the presidential yacht 
Mayflower, anchored off the New York 
Yacht Club at East Twenty-third street. 
He remained there until 12:30, when he 
left for the luncheon given in his honor 
by ‘the Wilson Business Men's Leaguc. 
Crowds again lined the streets and 
cheeerd the President and Mrs. Wilson. 
After the luncheon the President visited 
Democratic headquarters. 

Among the guests at the luncheon to 
greet the President were James W. Ge- 
rard, American Ambassador to Ger- 
many; Gov. Fielder of New Jersey; 
John M. Riehl, president of the Nation- 
al Democratic Club; Jaceb H. Schiff, 
Secretary McAdoo, United States Set- 
ators Hughes of New Jersey and James 
of Kentucky, Chairman Vance C. Mc- 
Cormick of the Democratic National 
Committee and Col. Edward M. House.
